The only thing that prevented a_ posi- 
tive statement by cable from Curtiss 
was the necessity of first coming to 
terms with the aercnautic committee of 
the Hudson-Fulton celebration commis- 
sion. 

When Curtiss and his wife stepped 
from the Kaiser Wilhelm II at Hoboken 
this morning, he was greeted by a large 
delegation of practical aeronauts, led 
ty Capt. Tom Baldwin, and of theoret- 
ical ones, rep~csented by L. D. Dozier of 
Et. Louis and W. J. Hammer of the 
Hudson-Fulton coromission. 

Curtiss was glad to get back and was 
a little uneasy under the storm of con- 
gretulations which descended upon him 
the moment he set foot on the dock. 
Then there were newspaper men on all 
sides of him and -a camera corps thirst- 
ing to take him off to a bright .corner 
where they could pose and picture him 
as Iqng as he would stand. for it.

An hour after returning home from an 
after-theater supper with Ralph Faulk- 
ner, to .whom she was .tg have been 
married next Tuesday, Miss Blanche 
Wilson’ of 5607A Cote Brilliante avenue 
swallowed carbolic' acid, dying a few | 
minutes later, about 2 a. m. Tuesday. 

Her fiance, who is a stepson of the

was prostrated when he heard ~ the 
tragic news. 

Mr. Faulkner declared. he believed 
Miss Wilson took the poison by mistake.

Miss Nellie Wilson told the police that 
shortly ;before 2 a. m. her sister ran. out 
of the bathroom into their bedroom and 
fell to the floor, crying out, “See what 
I bave taken!” In her hand she had @ 
carbolic acid” bottle. 
Miss Nellie scream:d, arousing samedi 
neighbors,’ wko hastened té the flat. Her 
w.osher heard the screams and reached 
jthe flat just before her daughter died. 
1Dr. H. E. Herrick of 565A ‘Easton ave- 
nue was’ called, but could do nothing to 
counteract the effect of the poison.

; His Silence a Puzzle. 

The excuse Pritchard gives for his 
silence is that he, like Harry Whitney, 
was bound to silence by Dr. Cook. 

Many wonder by what strange force 
Cook could have bound one of Peary’s 
men to such a silence. Certainly Cook 
did not have sway enougn over Pritch- 
ard to obtain permission to remain for 
more than two days at Etah with his 
famished two Eskimo companions, , 

A possible explanation of this is that 
Murphy, Peary’s giant boatswain, and 
noz Pritchard or Whitney, was in 
charge. 

At Battle Harbor last Thursday 
Pritchard declared that Dr. Cook had 
not mentioned the North’ Pole to him, 
nor had he heard him mention the 
pol to Harry Whitney. This was be- 
fore Cook had named Pritchard as a 
witness. Boatswaip ohn. Murphy, 
Pritchard's companion frém the Roose- 
velt at Etah, backed this statement 
up. They were grimly sullen about it, 
too, bearing themselves as men-who had 
been badgered for weeks over that sin- 
gle issue of fact. 

Speculation is now rife over the possi- 
bility of a rebellion among certain mem- 
bers of the Roosevelt’s crew who were 
sworn to silence concerning Dr. Cook. 

There is no doubt that Peary exercises 
an almost savage dominance over the 
members of his expedition. He is a 
man of tremendous physical energy, 
and fs said to have a volcanic temper. 
The tragic records of polar expeditions 
offer testimony enough of the fact that 
bitter quarrels frequently break out be- 
tween the commanders of these expe- 
ditions and their men during the return 
journey to civilization. 

False Alarms Vex City, 

When Peary deliberately lingered at 
St. Paul’s Island, he gravely slighted 
Premier George H. Murray of the Prov- 
ince of Nova Scotia, the municipal of- 
ficers and the American Consul. Three 
thousand citizens who thronged the wa- 
ter front. with flags for hours returned 
to their homes in no gentle frame of 
mind over what is now called the Peary 
style of delay. 

The day was one long series of false 
alarms, which got on the nerves of the 
whole city, with Mrs, Peary and her 
children as the chief sufferers: They 
went on a yacht to meet the Roosevelt, 
and returned in tears, :

WITH PICTURES FOR $20,000 


Business Men’s League Had Offered

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EFFECTIVE RAILROAD REGULATION. 
The thost enthusiastic advocate of railroad reg- 
re cata g not cavil at the program of new 
ation gntlined by President Taft in his Des 
Moines speech. He suggests a clause empowering 
the Interstate Commerce Commission to prevent 
unjust classifications of commodities, a device by 
which rates may legally be increased on classes 
of goods. So long as the railroads can classify 
commodities without restraint they can make rates 
to suit themselyes. Another suggestion is to em- 
power the Commission to change or annul rail- 
road fules and regulations and to compel the 
roads to unite.in forming through rated and in 
fixing the rates and apportionments among the 
carriers, 

Perhaps the most important suggestion is that 
of a clause forbidding any railroad to purchase 
or hold the stock of another, and the issuing of 
stocks or bonds except upon the Commission’s 
finding that the issues are for purposes author- 
ized by law. No stock is to be sold at less 
than par nor bonds for less than a reasonable 
market value. So long as railroads may issue 
stocks and bonds at will they can enrich their 
owners with securities for which the country must 
pay. Freedom to water railroad securities is 
freedom to despoil the people. 

The President favors rate agreements, but sole- 
ly on condition that the rates are approved by 
the Commission. He opposes pooling. Of course, 
the chief objection to rate agreements is met by 
the proviso that they are not to go into effect 
without the consent of the Commission. It is 
presumed that the Commission would not approve 
extortionate rates. 

The question of creating a new Interstate Com- 
merce Court to hear all appeals from the Com- 
mission is merely ‘one of expediency. The sole 
object of the Court is to facilitate appeals and 
expedite final decisions. It will leave the Com- 
mission free to deal with the detail of rates and 
regulations. : 

These recommendations embody the President’s 
conclusions after a careful examination of the 
interstate commerce laws and their operation. 
They are designed to increase the efficiency of 
railroad regulation. Their adoption would carry 
regulation far, but if we are to regulate at all 
we must regulate effectively.

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A FLAG INSULT. 

“An American Citizen of St. Louis” writes the 
Post-Dispatch giving an account of an 2utrage 
on the American flag committed Sept. 2, in To- 
ronto, Canada. The manager of the Alexandria 
Royal Hotel wrote a full statement of the oc- 
currence to the Evening Telegram of Toronto. 

The manager of the hotel, in compliment to his 
American guests, had entwined an American flag 
with a Canadian flag as a decoration for his 
hostelry. Two Highlanders took umbrage at the 
display of the American flag and, tearing it down, 
took it away with them. The hotel manager 
brought a charge against the men of stealing an 
American flag, the Colonel in command dismissed 
ithe charge rather curtly with the remark: “What 
did they have an American flag stuck up there 
for; anyway.” Upon which the hotel manager 
boils over and asks if Canada is not a free coun- 
try, where a man can display a flag without hav- 
ing it stolen. His point is that while the two 
Highlanders might be excused for an excess of 
patriotism on account of the reception of Lord 
Charles Beresford, they had no right to take his 
sOur correspondent ‘says that he would freely 
have given up his life to avenge the insult to the 
flag had he seen the outrage. He thinks it 
should be avenged by the natfon. But the hotel 
man has the saner view of the case, The reflec- 
tion is on the Highlanders and the Canadian au- 
thorities. There is no occasion for the sacrifice 
of life or the spilling of blood. It will not be an 
international affair: There will be no imbroglio 
or war between Great Britain and the United 
States. If necessary, no doubt, Engiand and Can- 
ada will offer the amende honorable for the folly 
of the Highlanders, and even the Colonel will 
apologize. 4 
But Canada should enforce her laws better. She 
should not permit flags to be stolen with im- 
punity, especially American flags. And British 
colonels should enforce better discipline among 
their soldiers, They should teach their husky 
Highlanders to carry their liquor with greater 
dignity and caution.

Water Route to South America. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Coinciding with the Centennial celebratien next 
month and te signalize the historic event it is pro- 
posed to inaugurate a movement which, in view of fits 
impertance, has been too long overlooked. It is pro- 
posed to build the pioneer ocean-going vessel of the 
world ‘@esignéd for and specifically adapted to exist- 
ing conditions of navigation en the Mississippi 
and waters of similar depths. The plans of the 
new type of ocean-river vessel have been per- 
fected by one of the ablest naval architects and en- 
gineers of Sweden, who is known in all the maritime 
countries ef Europe for proficiency and skill in his 
profession. This architect declares that these vessels 
can be built so as to load a large part of the cargo 
here in seasons of low water, taking a full cargo 
(over two thousand tens) during the six or seven 
months we have high water in the river. The assur- 
ance is also given that these vessels, specially de- 
signed to meet deep sea and overcome existing shoal 
water conditions, will be entered on Lloyd’s register, 
will sail with safety any sea on the globe, ascend 
rivers and shoal ‘waters and deliver cargo from in- 
terior cities located on water courses having a depth 
of from eight to ten feet. 

The great advantage of avoiding transfers of cargo 
and the ability to navigate the rivers of South Amer- 
ica would result in a new era of trade relations be- 
tween those Southern countries and the United States 
ir. which the Mississippi Valley should be the greatest 
beneficiary. A number of our citizens are interested 
in the enterprise and the Business Men's League has 
been appealed to for assistance.

LEAKY 
CAUSES BERRY. 
TO END FLIGHT 


He and Dr. Schwarz Land in 
Wisconsin After Covering 
About 300 Miles. 


NIGHT TRIP SPLENDID 
Physician Telephones Account 


of 18-Hour Journey to the 
Post-Dispatch. 





Capt. John Berry and Dr. George C. 
Schwarz of Edwardsville will arrive in 
St. Louis from Benton, Wis., Tuesday 
night, bringing with them the Univer- 
sity City, in which they made an at- 
tempt Sunday night and Monday t> 
win the Lahm Cup trophy. The Lahm 
Cup record is 471 miles, made by Capt. 
de IF. Chandler of the United States 
Army in 1907. Berry and Schwarz lIand- 
Monday near Benton, a 
town on the lower edge of Wisconsin. 
aboyt 300 miles from St. Louis. 

After the landing Dr, Schwarz called 
up the Post-Dispatch by long-distance 
telephone and gave a report of the trip. 
He said’ that Monday morning he and 
Berry were sure that they would break 
the record, as they had plenty of bal- 
last at that time to last the entire day 
and were in a strong current that was 
carrying them to the Lake Superior re- 
gion. 

He accounts for the fact that they 
ran out of ballast at noon by the ex- 
pansion of the gas. St. Louis aeronauts 
are of the opinion that the bad condi- 
tion of the patched University City was 
also responsible and that considerable 
gas leaked out of the bag Monday 
morning. 

Here is the story of the trip, told 
by Dr. Schwarz, who is a novice in 
ballooning: 


BY DR. GEORGE C., SCHWARZ, 
By Long-Distance Telephone to the 
Post-Dispatch, 

My first balloon trip has made me an 
enthusiast, but it was a great disap- 
pointment that We weren't able to stay 
up any longer than 13 hours. We were 
in a steady air current that had car- 
ried us all night and all morning in a 
practically siraight line, and if our 
ballast had h.vld out till 6 o’clock in the 
evening, I believe we would have land- 
ed up near Lake Superior and have 

broken tne Lahm Cup record. 

Monday meo:ning when we got our 
beerirgs by studying the country “be- 
jcW us and cur maps, we realized what 
fine rogress we had made during the 
night. We were confident then that 
we would go as far as St. Paul, and 


Capt. Berry dropped out cards with “St. 


Louis to St. Paul’ on them. 

We had used Very little ballast during 
the night and armarently had plenty to 
last urs for the entire day. When we 
passed over Davenport at 8 o'clock in 
the merning we were sailing along in 
the 6000-fcot level in a 25-mile-an-hour 
currert and using very little ballast 
to keep us in the same level. 


Sun Expanded the Gas. 

But the sun became hotter and the 
gas poured out of the appendix in a 
Steady stream. Of course we lost a 
great deal this way. And when the bal- 
loon started dropping to lower levels we 
had to use the ballast freely to keep 
her up in the high level. We were afraid 
to go lower and use our drag rope be- 
cause we knew that the current we were 
in was a strong one and we thought the 
wind down below was not as strong and 
we would make slower progress. 

So we used up all four sacks of sand 
and then Capt. Berry decided that it 
wouldn’t be safe to stay up any longer. 
So we came down a few miles from Ben- 
ton in‘a meadow. 

The landing was quite exciting. There 
was a strong wind blowing down near 
the ground, almost as fast as the wind 
above. When we struck the ground we 
were going ahead about 15 miles an 
hour. 


Balloon Bounded From Earth. 

The balloon caught by the wind bound- 
ed away from the ground the minute the 
basket touched and then came to earth 
again. Capt. Berry pulled both the valve 
and the rip cords but the basket was 
jerked up in the air and dragged along 
the ground for fully 200 yards before 
we finally come to a stop. 

The all night ride was very interésting. 
Capt. Berry and I took but snatches of 
sleep: We alternated in handling the 
balloon, the captain expiaining carefully 
to me the few things you have to do 
in running a balloon at night. ?

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 21.—The third
